RICHES FOR SEN ATORS 


PROFIT BY STOOK-JOBBING AND DEM- 
OORATIO VAQILLATION. 


They Form a Pool 
Rumor That They Have Netted a Mill- 
ion—Failure of the Finance Committee 
to Report the Tariff Bill Working 
Greatly ta the Advantage of Speculators 
Inside Wires Tapping Sources of Au- 
thentic Information. 


Wasurnator, D. C,, March 1.—{Special.]— 
All Washington is filled tonight with stories 
about the amount of money. made by the 
Senatorial speculators in -sugar. A million 
dollars is said to have been netted by a pool 
which had 4 Standard Oil and whisky trust 
attachment, one half of which goes to the 
old plunger whose railroad stocks have 
nearly carried him down during the last few 
months. The pool is said, to have been 
bought on the certainty that a discriminating? 
duty would be given refined sugar or else 
tDemocratic opposition to the Wilson bill.in 
the Senate would defeat the measure so that 
the present rate of 144 cent would stand. 

The knowledge on which the rise in sugar 


trust certificates was engineered grew out of 


the doings in the Democratic caucus, where 
Senator White of Louisiana is said to tmve 
inade the declaration that President Cleve- 
land’s administration was tommitted to a 
duty on sugars, both raw and refined. While 
the Senatorial speculators probably made a 
good deal of noney on the market this after- 
noon it is doubtful if the profits of auy indi- 
vidual were anywhere near $500,000. The 
crowd which is said to have been fffed with 
inside information from the Democratic 
member of the Finance committee who has 
been so friendly to sugar does not seem to be 
in the latest deal. The ffiendly Senator, not 
being able to monopolize the information be- 
fore the caucus, as could be done when the 
sugar schedules were fixed by the subcommit- 
tee, could give no pointers that wero not open 
to others. ,

INCREASE OF THE PUBLIC DEBT, 


Official Statement Shows a Net Increase of 


$40,064,215 During February. 

Wasuixetoy, D, C., March 1.—The public 
debt statement issied today shows that the 
nét increase of the public debt during Feb- 
ruary was $40,064,215. The interest-bearing 
debt amounted to $625,.872,000, which is an 
increase of $40,831,910 durimg the month. 
The debt on which interest ceased since ma- 
turity decagessed $13,610, and the debt-bear- 
ing interest increased $1,395,189, The cash 
balance shows ‘an iacrease of $84,580,265. 
The interest-bearing debt is shown to have 
been $625,872,000; the debt on which in- 
terest has ceased since maturity, $1,871,020, 
and the debt bearing no interest, $379,612,- 
925, makmg a total of $1,007,356.015 of 
interest and non-interest bearing debt. 

The certificates and: Treasury notes offset 
by an equat amount of cashin the Treasury 
aggregated $609,909,907, a decrease for the 
month ‘of $2,145,274. —. 

The total cash in the Treasury was $787,- 
075.834, an increase of $49.055,681. Of the 
total cash in the Treasury $107.029,805 was 
gold coins, $70,432.992 gold bars, $508,- 
570.076 silver, $84,722,132 paper, and 
$16,320,828 in bonds, minor coin, etc. 
the close of business today the net gold in the 
Treasury was $106,527,068, and the cash 
balance $38,662,364. : 
The amount of customs duties received at 
New York during February was $7,424,084, 
of ‘which 7.2 per cent:'was in gold coin, 0.1 
in silver coin, 0.6 in gold certificates, 56.2 
in silver certificates, 20.5. in United States 
notes, and 15.5 in Treasury notes. 

The amount received on the. new. issue of 
bonds to date is $57,427,906.

TROOPS IN CONTROL. 


OHEOK BY THE MILITARY. 


to Attack Wyant’s Men in Their Mount- 
ain Intrenchments — Gov, McCorkle 
Threatens to Declare Martial Law = 


Proposed CateLéckout in Ohio. 
Cuar estoy, W. Va., March 1,--[Special.1— 
The situation at Eagle, twenty-eight, miles 
above this city, is apprehensive. Everything 
is reported quiet tonight, yet there may be a 
renewal of hostilities at any time. Four 
companies of State militia are on the ground 
and will remain during the night. 
The Sheriff of Fayetté County was promptly 
on hand this morning with a very large posse 
before the State troops arrived. The strikers 
rallied 1,500 from Montgomery and. Handley 
during the day and were determined to 
rout Wyant’s men from their mount. 
ain ‘intrenchments.. They apparently 
dispersed on the display of troops and Sheriff 


with less troops. Gov. McCorkle, thinking 
the trouble over, contemplated removing the 
troops, and this word soon reached the men, 
who have their allies at the State capital, It 
was at once seen that the demonstrations were 
simply suspended in anticipation of the tem- 
‘porary presence of the troops. While there 
are no new developments tonight still there 
are plenty of rumors. : 

Gov. McCorkle received a telegram at 3:30 
p. m, from the Sheriff and military. officers in 
command of the troops at Eagle stating that 
there was likely to bea conflict between the 
civil and military authorities and asking that 
martial law be declared. At 4 0’dclock an- 
other dispatch was received from Gen. Wood 
that’ over 1,000 atrikers had con- 
gregated at Montgomery and were deter- 
mined to do serious damage tonight. At the 
same time a dispatch was received from J. M. 
Gill, Division Superintendent, of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railway, asking the Governor 
to rescind the order to remove two of the 
military companies, as serious trouble was 
threatened. Accordthgly thé Governor coun- 
termanded his order, and the three companies 
will remain till temorrow afternoon, if no 
longer. The Governgr also sent Col. R. 8. 
Carr of his staff to thé scene with instructions 
to declare martial law if necessary.

Cause of a Peculiar Accident at Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 

Fort Wayne, Ind.,,March 1-—~[Special.]— 
The accident which deprived the City of Fort 
Wayne of fire and light last night was a pecul- 
iar one. Fora week or more it has’ been 
necessary to make repairs about eleven miles 
south of the city.. At different intervals in the 
pipe line there are ** blow-off” pipes, so that 
the deposits or condensations may be removed. 
The main pipe is twelve inches in diamete~ at 
this plate, and the stations of the ** blow-off ”’ 
pipes are about three miles apart, These 
pipes are connected with the main 
pipe by an elbow.joint. The) pressure 
in the main pipe is about 125 to 150 pounds 
to the square inch, as great as that on the 
boiler of a steam engine. The break which 
occurred was not in the main pipe, but in the 
‘* blow off’ apparatus. The break occurred 
over a week ago, and had to be soon repaired, 
so that the natural gas company- was only 
waiting for a warm day. Supt. Hoffman 
thought when the temperature was high in 
the evening, and none of the manufacturing 
establishments were using gas, the necessary 
repairs could be made without shutting 
off the gas in the city. When the gas was 
turned off in the main there was left seven 
miles of pipe with no connection whatever

Work to Commence April 15 on All Ex- 
cept the Juvenile Cell House. 

The new buildings that are to be erected on 
the bridewell grounds for the Chicago Man- 
ual"Training School will adjoin the present 
bridewell. buildings on the north and, like 
them, front to the east. They will consist of 
three principal parts, two of which will run 
east and west, and.the other constitute a liga- 
ment between them. The shorter building 
will be the most southerly one and will cover 
an area of 170x538 feet. The first story will! 
be oecupied by a. kitchen and three store- 
rooms. Back of these are lavatories. ‘The 
west end will be taken up with a machine and 
store room 118x632 feet in size. On the sec- 
ond floor the space over this large room will 
be devoted to the woodworking shop, and the 
front end will be divided between the paint 
shop and the drawing-room. ' 


The first floor of the transverse building* 


will be taken up mostly with a dining-room 
62x04 feet in size.. Its second floor will have 
a hall running through it lengthwise, with four 
class-rooms on each side, measuring 35x54 
feet each. These two buildings are ail that are 
contemplated at present, as they will exhaust 
the entire appropriation of $80,000. They 
will bé begun April 15 and finished Jan. 1. 
No elevations have ~yet been prepared, but 
they will be excessively plain. They will be 
two stories high and built of brick, with lime- 
etone trimmings, in the English Gothic style, 
to correspond with the present buildings. 
They are designed by August Fiedler, the 
architect of the Board of Education.

TAKING CARE oF THE TAX: EATERS. 

The Aldermen gave further evidence 
Wednesday of their subservietcy “to the city 
om ployés and of their fear of their hostility at 
the coming election. It goes against the grain 
to lop off the supernumeraries, but to do that 
only brings down on them the wrath of a few, 
while to cut salaries means incurring the dir- 
pleasure of all. They are unmindful of the 
fact that a reduction 
hearty approval of the taxpayers, who are not 
going to have an easy time of it this year. 

The tender solicitude of the Aldermen,e- 
publican and Demacratic, for the Democratic 
tax-eaters was shown by the cutting out of the 
meager and insufficient appropriation of 
$25,000 for. the dredging of the river. It 
was thought to be possible at one time that 
the General Government might be induced to 
make an appropriation for this purpose. .The 
Chicago Congressinen made the point that as 
the General Government had assumed a quasi 
control of the river it should keep it in 
navigable condition. But it is known now 
that the river and harbor bill is to be a small 


-one and that no money can be secured for the 


Chicago River. Therefore if any dredging is 
done this year it must be by the city. 

If no money is appropriated by the Council 
for this purpose then the immense commerce 
of Chicago will be seriously injurea. it will 
be impossible for the large vessels to take on 
full cargoes. There will be constant block- 
ades in the river and its branches, owing to. 
vessels running aground, which will be ex- 
pensive to vessel-owners and often a great an- 
noyance to the public. But the Aldermen 
have no regard for the great commercial in- 
terests of the city whose affairs they pretend 
to manage. They are thinking only of pro- 
tecting the salaries of the Democratic office- 
holders—of paying them what they got last 
year, and thus paying them more than they 
got last year, for equal numbers of dollars will 
buy more now than a yearago, and will buy 
more throughout the year. 

The money which ought to have gone 
to remove some of the worst obstructions in 
the river was given with great promptness to 
the officers of tho Fire Department. The 
Finance comninittee had made a small cut in 
their saiaries. Had the cut, been doubled and 
been extended to the men as well as the officers, 


not have resigned, for they know that no 
private employer would pay them as much as 
he would have paid thema year ago. But 
the Aldermen, unmindful of the way in which 


wages and prices, have fallen, took care that 


no man connected with the Fire ss ger 
should be cut down a cent. 

The Finance committee had cut Retin 
slightly the salaries of the’ clerks in the City 
Clerk’s office. A greater reduction should 
have been made. Their pay was too high last 
year, and the amount of work they do is. 
trifling. If they had to earn. their living by 
clerical labor outside the City Hall they would 
get about half what they do now and would 
have to work’ much harder. But they had 
sufficient influence with the Aldermen to have 
the action of the Finance committee set 
aside. In order that this might be done the 
already insufficient eppropriation for gas was 
cut down. The result will be that the city will 
exceed the appropriation and run in debt 
heavily. 

Tbe Council did right to cut off the Police 
Inspectors. There isa legitimate saving of 
money thereby. But the object is to restore

THE INIQUITOUS HATCH BILL. 

Congressman Hatch is quoted as saying: 
‘*No one who-is engaged in a legitimate busi- 
ness transaction need have any fear from the 
' proposition now before the Committee on 
“Agriculture, but relentless, unceasing war- 

fare will be waged against bucket-shops. 

"eae Speculative investments will be en- 
couraged, but acontrary course will be pur- 
sued as régards speculative gambling.” It 
may be that Mr. Hatch is sincere in these 
statements, but if so he is badly mistaken as 
to the effect of his bill if it should become a 
law. He proposes to load down with a heavy 
tax that class of trading*in produce futures 
which he professes to think is legitimate in 
addition to practically prohibiting what he is 
pleased to call *‘ gambling.’’ 

The measure provides for a stanip tax 
amounting to three cents for every ten bush- 
els of grain and every hundred pounds of 
other produce named .that shall be sold for 
future delivery and actually delivered under 
the terms of the contract. At present prices 
in this market that is equal to 0.5 per cent on 
the value of wheat, 0.75 per cent on carn, 
and 1 per cent on oats. It is equal to the 
amount charged for the storage of the grain 
for ten days in a public elevator in this city. 
| 1t¥ar exceeds the sum charged by a commis- 
gion therchant for executing an order to buy 
or sell for future delivery, and is nearly equal 
to the regular charge for selling the grain in 
single car lots by sample. One-third of this 
tax is to be paid, in the shape of stamps af- 
fixed, to every “ contract or agreement b 
party to sell and deliver to another at a fut- 
ure time, or within a designated period of 


time,” any of the articles of farm produce 


named in the bill, and the other two-thirds in 
the shape of a stamp affixed to the bill of sale 
executed at the termination of the said con- 
tract.’

If they do 
know this they must be aware that at leust a 
portion of the tax must be paid by themselves, 
and they are not wise if they suppose the 
farmer will not have to pay most or all of it. 

If the farmers do nét know these things they 
ought to be informed in regard to them, ahd 
the duty of furnishing the information rests 
primarily upon the men who do the selling of 
produce for the farmer, or ask ,him for his 
patrovage in that line. They owe it to them- 
selves as well as: to their clientage in 
the rural districts to spread the infor- 
mation as widely as possible among the par- 
ties whose pockets are most directly menaced 
by the agitation for the passage of this ne- 
farious measure, which is designed in the in- 
terest of the foreign milling syndicates that 
have obtained:a foothold in this country. Fhe 
comission men and their associates on the 
different produce exchanges of the United 
States are not doing their full duty by simply 
passing resolutions. to: be sent or earried to 
Washington, there to be pooh-poohed at by a 
lot of alleged ** statesinen *’ who already are 
committed to Hatch and the millers’ syndic- 
ates. and turned over carelessly by others who 
take no special interest in the question, do not 
understand it. and will not take the trouble to 
investigate. If the Hatch bill becomes a law 
it will be because the men who are best posted 
in regard to the iniquity of its provisions have 
not gone to work in the right way to fight it, 
While not suffering-from it so much as the 
farmers will they will have themsclves to 
blame. 


VARYING "VIEWS ABOUT THE WILSON 


BILE. 


In tho March number of the North Ameri-— 
can Review the Wilson bill is criticised by tne | 


‘Presidents of the four Chambers of Com- 


merece of New York, Boston, New Orleans, | 


and San Francisco. 

The great objection to the bill in the eyes of 
Mr. Charles Stewart Smith, President. of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce, is that it 
contains an income tax. He is opposed to 
such a tax because it was shown when it was 
imposed during the war that it was inauis- 
itorial, bred lying and perjury, was odious to 
the people, and was an unjust distribution of 
the burdens of taxation. The $4.000’exemp- 
tion seems tohim ‘‘an obv.cus attempt to 
promote class distinction in legislation and 
is socialistic and vicious in its tendencies,”’ 
He believes'that those Northern and Western 
Representatives who voted for the income tax 
will be rejected this fall, and that the party 
which may impose an income tax on the 
country * will display a profound genius for 
blundering and must bid a long farewell to 
ofticial power and influence.” 

Another error, in Mr. Smith's ‘opinion, was 
the failure to increase the tobacco and beer 
taxes and put moderate duties on tea and 
coffee. A more serious one, however, in his 
opinion, was doing away with’ the advantages 
of the reciprogity treaties with more than 
thirty million Spanish-Americans. ‘ This 
action is the giving away of a real advantage 
for nothing, and is only repeating what Lord 
Salisbury charac.erized as the blunder of 
Great Britain.” . 

With these exceptions Mr. Smith is fairly 
well satisfied with the Wilson bill and thinks 
it ‘an honest attempt to carry dut the views 
and professions of the party in power.’’, This 
declaration may seem strange to those who 
are familiar with the tariff plank of the Dem-. 
ocratic platform and the free trade views of 
Southern Democrats, but Mr. Smith gets 
out of this by asserting that ‘‘ there is not any 
considerable number of men in this’ country 
who believe in actual free trade’’ and that 
‘*the declaration of the unconstitutionality of 
a protective tariff by the late Democratic 
convention was an utterance unworthy of a 
great party, and no one in or out of it serious- 
ly believes in the declaration or proposes to 
act upon it.” 

.Edward Kemble, the President of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, thinks the Wilson 
bill can no lénger be considered ‘‘as impos- 
ing an adverse influence upon the business 
situation of thecountry.”’ ‘f The business com- 
munity has been prepared for it, and it has 
been accepted as a foregone conclusion. The 
claim made by some that it ig still a weight 
on the situation cannot bé sustained.”’’ He is 
of the opinion that the present state of affairs, 
which is world-wide, cannot be satisfactorily 
accounted for, though it began with the Bar- 
ings failure.and was followed by the Aus- 
tralian panic. What is most wanted to 
Change the situation for the better, he says, 
is **demand,”’ but how the “demand” is to 
be created he does not state. He thinks it 
likely, however, that the crisis has already 
been turned, and that there will be a gradual 
improvement from now on nv matter what is 


1 done with the Wilson. bill.=He is not certain 


that a reduction of wages will follow its en- 
actment or that that reduction will be due to 
the Wilson bill if it does follow. 

Mr. A. K. Miller, the President of the New 
Orleans Chamber of Commerce, says that ita 
members are opposed to the Wilson bill in its 
present form and deem it “ crude and ill-con- 
ceived and full of serious mistakes,”’ “It fails 
in two of the essentials of an intelligent tariff 
measure, for it does not provide the revenues 
needed, and seeks to eke them out by an un- 
popular tax, whose results we cannot count 
on.” Itisnotso much the income tax with 
which fauit is found, however, as with the 
proposition to leave ‘ the) Louisiana sugar 
planters without protection; Mr..Miller finds 
it difficult to see how the iron furnaces of 
Alabama and Tennessee can’ stand the new 
iron schedule or the lum beriag interests of 
the Southwest can stand free Canada lumber, 
but he is positive that the way in which the 
Wilson bill deals with the sugar industry, giv- 
ing it neither the protection duty the 
Democrats gave it so long nor the protection 
by bounty it receives under Republican legis- 
lation, will be ruinous to the greatest inter- 
est of Louisiana.

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A GREAT LIBRARIAN PASSED AWAY. 

In the death of Dr. W. F. Poole there has 
passed away in nearly every respect the fore- 
most of American librarians and one of the 
best-equipped acholars in early American his. 
tory. Asa bibliologist also he will take high 
rank in American literary history. The task 
of the librarian was to Dr. Poole his life 
work. His love and capacity for it were 
shown even in his youth, and no environment 
of circumstances or promptings of friends 
were sufficient, to divert him from it. He 
knew his mission and clung to it, anc that he 
might succeed in it he brodght all his studies 
to bear upon it. He early made himself 
acquainted with the science of books in all 
countries with special reference to the needs 
of a library, and having mastered this he then 
devoted himself to those matters which per- 
tain to more complete organjzation and to the 
perfection of the system ‘of cataloguing, 
classifying, and arranging of books. During 
his long and eminently successful. career he 
has so made his influence felt in this direc- 
tion that today there is scarcely a library in 
the United States which has not been im- 
proved and made more systematic by the 
reforms which he has introduced and.the 
careful manner in which he has arranged all 
the details of library work. 

The success of Dr. Poole is to be traced to 
the fact that he was thoroughly saturated with 
his work; that he pursued it with enthusiasm ; 
that-he believed in it, and never. allowed him- 
self to be diverted from it; and that he re- 
garded it asa science which not only should 
be studied but should be taught. His latest 
published work is a little brochure bearing 
upon this very point,.and urging that library 
work shouki be taught in the universities, It 
was his habit to employ as his assistants those 
who showed special talent for their work and 
In 
this way he has educated numerous librarians, 
now filling their places with success, His 
counsel was never lacking when it was sought 
in the upbuilding of new libraries, and many 
of these in this country owe their‘ success 
largely to his practical and skilled advice. 
The library and its work were his life. and 
‘what leisure he had from working hours was 
devoted to essays upon topics akin to it and 
to those historical studies in which he was a 
master. 4 ° 

The great library facilities of Boston and 
several New England towns are to be referred 
to Dr. Poole’s early work. Later he came to 
Cincinnati and made its -public library the 
best known in the West at that time. His 


‘most enduring monuments, however, are to 


be found in Chicago. It was one of the com- 
pensationsof the great conflagration that it 
gave this city a public library. It was its 
good fortune that it was able to induce Dr. 
Poole to. leave Cincinnati and to come here 
and organize it. How well he did that work 
needs no demonstration. It speaks for itself. 
His great service to the city, however, was not 
to stop with ‘the public library. When the 
trustees of the Newberry Library were ready 
to carry out the work of its founder they had 
but one choice in designating the man who 
should organize and administer that great 
trust. Dr. Poole promptly accepted the offer. 
partly because it was intended to be a schol- 
ars’ reference library, with which personally 
he wasin sympathy, and partly because it 
would give him a life position where he 
would be free from any possibilities of inter- 
ference or the uncertainties growing out of 
political influences. How hard he has la- 
bored upon the work of organizing this mag- 
nificent library only those related to the 
scheme know, Itis fortunate now that he 
lived long enough to accomplish the organi- 
zation and tu place his system in operation so 
that his successor will have no difficulties of 
administration provided he follows in the 
course so wisely laid out by Dr. Poole, It 
will be a grave mistake if» he does not. It 
must also have been a great pleasure to Dr. 
Poole that he lived to see the library ih its 
permanent home. 
far as his professional work is concerned, is 
that after having completed the organization 
he could not have lived to enjoy the fruits of 
his work. Buthis work was accomplishec 
and his most enduring monument will be the 
last Gaeaty with which he was connected. 
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ATTACKING THE TINPLATE INDUSTRY. 

The Wilson bill as it passed the House cut 
down the duty on tinplate nearly one-half, or 
from 2.2 centsa pound to 1.2 cents. This 
was equivalent to throwing away sevéral mill- 
ions of revenue amd crippling or crushing a 
growing industry. Messrs. Mills, Vest, and 
Jones of Arkansas, the maémbers of the Fi. 
nancey committee to whom the; bill was re- 
ferred and who have suggested a number of 
amendments, seem to be determined*to leave 
no doubt that the manufacture of tinplate in 
this country- must cease. ; 

They have stricken out the dais of one and 
a fifth cents a pound and have substituted for 
it one of 35 per cent ad valorem. On the basis 
of the value of last year’s importations this 
would be equivalent to a specific duty of about 
ninety-seven-hundredths of a cent per pound. 
or less than the cent a pound. which was col- 
lected prior to 1890. That duty aid not fur- 
nish sufficient proteetion, and no tinplate was 
made here while it lasted. ° 

As the duty is to be anad valorem one, how- 
éver, the value of th6 tinplate will be sworn 
down by the importers. By methods of which 
importers and ‘foreign manufacturers are not 
ignorant the ‘duty collected on tinplate will 
fall decidedly below nine-tenths of a cent per 
pound, and there will be nothing left for the 
American manufacturer to do but to go into 
some other business. 

The revenue from tinplate last year under 
the McKinley law was about twelve and a half 
million dollars. That much money went into 
the Treasury from that source, although the 
manufacture of American tinplate had been 
so stimulated by the McKinlew law that a 
hundred million pounds were made during 
the last fiscal year. This is a wonderful ad- 
vance since 1889, when nome was made, If 
the law were not disturbed it would not be 
lohg before most of the tinplate used here 
would be home-made. But the Democrats 
swore in 1890 thatyeven under the new duties 
tinplate would not be made here. Irritated 
that they have been proved to be false 
prophets they seem to be determined that it 
shall not be made here. 

If all the imported and home-made tinplate 
had paid last year an ad valorem duty of 35 
per cent the revenue derived therefrom would 
have been only about half what was collected 
under the McKinley duty. Soif the amend- 
ment of Messrs. Mills and Vest is agreed 
to the government will throw away six 
millions and more’ of revenue and the manv-. 
facture of American tinplate will be stepped.

HOW DEMOCRATS ATTEND TO BUSINESS. 

A Milwaukee dispatch states that the crim- 
inal term of the United States Court, which 
ought to begin next week, will have to be 
postponed, the government having no money 
to pay witness fees and other court expenses, 
The Marshal, having written to the Attorney- 
General for money, has received the follow- 
ing reply: | 

In answer to your letter of Feb. 21, 1894, you 
are informed that the appropriation for pay of 


witnesses for 1894 is exhausted and that it is 
probable Congress will appropriate some money 


. as a deficiency to this appropriation. How early 


this may be done is not known. 

It is stated, also, that the appropriation for 
the support of prisoners is exhausted. 

This means that there is not a cent with which 
to run a4 single criminal court in the United 
States, and there ik no money for the mainte- 
nance of prisoners kept by the government in the 
different penal institutions not only of Wiscon- 
sin but of tne whole United States. The imme- 
diate bankruptcy of the national administration 
will be the postponemeyt of the coming criminal \ 
term of the United States Court in Mibwaukee 
for several moths, and as to the penal institu- 
tions in which there are United States prisoners 
they will have to wait for their claims for several 
months. 


The Democrats are pretending to run the 
government at this time. They have a ma- 
jority in the Senate and House. If they chose 
they coulg pass through both bodies in one 
day—for thé Republicans would not oppose it 
—an emergency appropriation bill which 
would enable the United States courts to go 
ahead and the United States to pay its debts 
to the penitentiaries where its prisoners are 
cared for.

The Rt.-Hon. A. J. Balfour, leader of | the 
Conservatives in the House of Commons, who 
was received with loud cheers, then arose to 
reply to Mr. Gladstone, and said, among other 
things, that the Premier’s speech wasa dec- 
laration of war against the ancient constitu- 
tion of the realm. Continumg, Mr. Balfour 
asked why the government did not start the 
agitation against the House of Lords when 
the latter rejected the home rule bill. That 
bill, according to Mr. Balfour, convinced the 
country that legislation must be controlled by 
a chamber which would not betray them. 

Later on Mr. Balfour remarked that those 
who believed in the ancient Constitution 
looked forward without dismay to the fight 
which the government announced, Th 
would not be perturbed by obscure threats, de 
they firmly believed the nation was convinced 
that the Lords, far from abusing their trust. 
vindicated their claim. to the confidence of 
the country. The opposition, according to 
the speaker, wished to see nothing better 
than the government attempting to stir up 
the cofiiutry upon an issue which would really 
be the home-rule question. 

Churchill Defends the Peers. | 

Lord RandolphChurchill said the declara- 
tion of war was nade upor the spur of the 
moment and was founded upon a slender 
basis. The Lords were unanimous in: regard 
to the parish councils bill amendment. Mr. 
Gladstone’s denunciation of the whole House 
and the proclamation of along and protracted 
agitation throughout the country for the aboli- 
tion of the Lords was absurd. There was no 
justification for holding up the Lords to the 
execration of the people, and there was no 
more fatal scheme for any party to advance 
than the destruction of the House of Lords. 

Samuel Storey, member of Parliament for 
regretted that the 
government had accepted the amendments 
because, he added, the Lords would not have 
ventured to insist upon them. Mr.. Storey 
also expressed the hope that Mr. Gladstone 
was in earnest in his declaration in regard to 
the House of Lords, as according to the 
speaker he would have plenty of men behind 
him in the country. 

The Radicals called for a division on the 
‘question of agreeing to the amend ments, with 
the following result: 

For agreeing, 273; against 
majority for agreeing, 236. 
‘The other arnendments were then agreed to 
without a division and the House adjourned. 

There was a state of feverish unrest in al! 
sections of the- House of Commons when Mr. 
Giadstone arrived. The. Premier entered 
hurriedly, clutching a coat tail in either hand. 
Asthe cheers which greeted him died away 
Mr. Gladstone’s expression became wistful 
and abstracted. The strdin on the rest of the 
Ministers was also apparent, and during Mr. 
Gladstone’s speech the greatest excitement 
prevailed throughout the House. It was 
whispered on all sides that the great Liberal 
leader was making his last speech to the Com- 
mons, and his delayed attack upon the Lords 
delighted the Radicals and Irish. 

T. P. O'Connor, commenting upon Mr. 
Gladstone’s speech, said: ‘* The old man 
made a grand attack on the Lords.”’ 

The speech of Mr. Gladstone is variously 
interpreted. In some quarters it is supposed 
tc herald ua speedy renga In others it 
is thought that it discéunts the idea that he 
will-ffavor the choice of a Peer as his suc- 
cessor.

GLADSTONE’S LAST APPEARANCE. 


London Morning Papers Comment on His 
Comtnge Retirement. 

Loxpox. March 2.—The morning papers 
comment thus on the approaching close of 
Gladstone's official career : 

Times: The close of a great career cannot be 
contemplated save with sadness and ‘regret. 
Friends and opponents are united in this crisis 
by acommon sentiment of respectful sympathy 
that overlea all differences and antago- 
nisms. We could indeed have wished that in his 
last appearance as the leader of the 
Honse of Commons he had been able to con- 
template himself as all the world regards him 
today. and touched, as he well knows how, 
the *chords of universal emotion. There 
is something disappointing, unworthy of ‘the 
occasion in his speech, dealing as it did through- 
out with meager and bitter banalities and cur- 
rent partisanship. His most persistent- oppo- 
nents must regret, for his own sake, that he was 
unable to leave them a sweeter and thore im- 
pressive recollection than an echo of the crudest 
clamor of a radical club.

The returns thus far received indicate 
Sefior Pendente Moraes of Sao Paulo, the 
Constitutional party's candidate for President, 
and Séfior Manoel Victorino Pereira of Bahia, 
the same party’s nominee for Vice-President, 
undoubtedly have a safe majority, although 
figures are not accessible at this time.

President 
Peixoto announced that he did not want the 
office.

ITALY MOVING TOWARD A REPUBLIC.

The Interests of the Monarctry Are in Con- 
flict with Those of the Nation. 
| Copyright, 1894, by the Associated Preas.| 

Rome, March 1.—Mgr. Spalding some weeks 
ago hinted that he looked forward to the early 
advent of the republiciu Italy. Asa corollary 
to the remarks of the Bishop of Peoria here 
aredhe views of a prominent leader of the 
democratic party in, this country. During 
the course of a long Conversation this leader 
said: ‘Italy is passing througha formidable 
crisis, the precise scope and character of 
which can only be judged by glancing at the 
various causes which may be said to have been 
its mainspring. I should premise that she is 
now expiating the traditional fatality accom- 
panying the fodtsteps of any nation failing to 
conquer its independence under the banner of 
democratic institution. 

“The motif of Italian unity was a repub- 
lican instinct at the outset. Its first apostle 
was Mazzini, who had no conception of the 
liberation of Italy apart trom a republic. | 
Until 1859 this idea was a democratic one, 
springing from the inner consciousness of the 
nation. At thatperiod, however, Europe was 
monarchical from end to end, with the sole 
exception of Switzerland, and it would never 
have countenanced the establishment of Ital- 
ian unity under a republican ticket. It was 
therefore deemed necessary either to wait or 
to modify the direction of the impetuous cur- 
rent which was evidently making for tational 
unity. Those who were eager for the fray de- 
cided that the movement should be conducted 
under the flag of the House of Savoy. This 
dynasty had previously. resisted the yedrnings 
of Italian patriots, but it finally entered upon 
an alliance which appeared destined to secure 
to it the scepter of an undivided Italian 
realm. — 

Garibaldi Encouraged by Savoy. 

“ The almost immediate realization of this 
hope was made feasible by the agreement be- 
tween Cavour and Garibaldi. There can be 
no longer the slightest doubt that the diplo- 
macy of the House of Savoy secretly encour- 
aged the Garibaldian assault upon the two 
Sicilies. Hence the indignation aroused in 
the mind of/Agostino Bertani, who, on a pe- 
rusal of the latter revelations on this point, 
was prompted to remark that people would 
finally come to the conclusion that Italian 
unity was hatched in King Victor Emanuel’s 
stables. 

‘* From that day forward Italy was doomed 
to become the foe of France as soon as the 
latter trantformed herself into a republic. 
After Sedan, in the eyes of the Italian mon- 
archy, democratic France was the victim of 
two terrible blunders. In the first place she 
had been beaten and was no longer the strong- 
est nation of the European continent; and, 
next, she was committing the willful mistake 
of seeking to govern herself without Emperor 
or King. The fanatics of the Italian mon- 
archy trembled lest republican ideas in France 
should spread across the Alps and bring about 
a permanent state of antagonism between the 
two Latin nations. “These fears were all the 
more pronounced from the fact that the re. 
publican spirit which had fostered the national 
aspirations towards the unity and independ- 
ence of the country still lay dormant among 
the masses and. that democratic ideas were 
even then making rapid strides. 

** Events in Tunis afforded the monarchical 
government a long sought for opportunity to 
conclude an alliance with the great dynastic 
States of Central Europe, and this alliance, 
let me add, was all the more in keeping with 
the predictions of the House of Savoy, from 
the fact that the women of that house have 
mostiy been Princesses of German birth or 
origin, not even excluding the present Queen, 
whose mother, the Duchess of Genoa, was 
Princess Elizabeth of Saxony. ; 

Monarchy in Conflict with Nation. 

“This ailiance with the central powers 
inevitably brought the interests of the mon- 
archy into conflict with those of the nation. 
In spite of all misunderstandings and the 
artificial quibblings set up from time to time 
the public sentiment had always been one of 
sympathy for France. ‘The latter, it is true, 
was in arms against Italy in 1847 and again 
in. 1867; but.to her we undoubtedly owe our 
unity, which may be said to date back to the 
| French victory at Solferine. Moreover, the 
alliance with Austria and Germany was re- 
pugpant to the Italian conscience, Italy Hav- 
ing of old been cruelly oppressed by the Teu- 
ton, nor must we forget that. our material 
interests were opposed- to this diplomatic 
change of front. | 

“Italy depended first and foremost on 
French credit. Thanks to French money she 
was enabled to restore her national finanées 
after the war of 1886. It wasin France that 
she found -a ready market for most of her 
agricultural produce—for her wine, oil, silk, 
cattle, and fruits, As a matter of fact, the 
men who were devoted to the Italian mon- 
archy felt that this close community of com- 
mercial and economic interests constituted 
sucha bond between the two uations as to 
present a formidable ebstacle to the possible 
consequences of an alliance so imprudently 
entered upon, and they therefore resolved to 
denounce the treaty which had long governed) 
the commercial relations of France and Italy.’ 
No greater mistake could have been com- 
mitted, and to that act the impoverishment of 
Italy unquestionably dates back. 

“ The crowning misfortune of this new and 
disastrous economic policy was that it was 
inaugurated at the very moment that Italy 
was obliged prodigiously to develop her 
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armaments and ‘to run in debt in order to

** In 1882, the year in which the triple «al- 
liance was concluded, the public debt 
amounted to. 8,814,724,000 fire. It now 
represents a total of 11,838,000.000 lire. In 
1882 the navaland military estimates were 
set down at no more than 293,306,449 lire. 
They now attain an aggregate of 347,619,- 
000 lire. In 1882 exchange on Paris stood 
at 1 per cent; itis now: more than 15 per 
cent. In 1887 Italian rente was worth 98 
francs 10 centimes; but it is now selling at 
80 francs. Since the establishment of ‘the 
triple allianee the Italian public debt has 
goneup by 3,500,000,000 lire, while the 
average imports and exports have suffered an 
unusual decline of 400,000,00Q lire. 

‘“* In the press the possibility of a change in 
the form of government has been currently 
discussed for some time.. Even the abdication 
of the King has been spoken of. : These facts 
show that great events may be shaping them- 
selves,-and it is curious to note that the Cath- 
olic journals show no uneasiness in accepting 
the idea of a possible advent of the republic. 
The attitude of these organs is moreover con- 
sonuant with the utterances of Leo XIII, who 
aspires to a reconciliation of the papacy with 
the republican spirit of which it has too: long 
been the adversary. 

* But something instinctive also underlies 
the tone of the Catholic press. The dynastic 
idea is not an Italian one, for in ‘the history of- 
the peninsula two great ideas have predom- 
inated—viz.>: Democracy and religion. The 
monarch has been nothing but an accident, 
an expedient which Italy was compelled to ac- 
cept in order to make her unity possible. A 
republic would enable two great currents of 
Italian life to flow into one channel. Hence, 
no doubt, why the Italian journals are author- 
ized to refer in all complacency to the possi- 
ble triumph, sooner -or later, of democratic 
aspirations in Italy. The phenamenon is 
worthy of being here noted and recorded.” 


TREATY REFERRED TO COMMITTEE, 


Freisinnige and Socialist Members of the 
Reichstag Vote Against the Action. 
'Berurs, March 1.—The Russo-Germdn 
treaty of commerce was today referred to a 
committee. Inthe debate in the Reichstag 
Herr Hartmann, a member of the South Ger- 
man People’s party, declared their sympathy 
was with the treaty. Herr Kanitz, Conserva- 
tive, opposed the Russian concessions, saying 
they were unimportant and that the customs 
deficit would be such that the government 
would be driven to call for the imposition of 
new taxes. He would have preferred a one 
year notice in order to terminate the treaty. 
Herr. Kanitz also remarked that industry 
would be only slightly benefited in view of 

the high import duties imposed by Russia. 

Baron Marschall von Bieberstein, Secretary - 
of State for Foreign Affairs, suid the main 
consideration which influenced the framing 
of the German customs policy of 1878 was 
the conviction that the duties on articles of 
consumption imported from Russia must 
eventually lead to better commercial rela- 
tions with Russia. Prince Bismarck, accord. 
ing to the speaker, stated this plainly and the 
success of his policy had shown that the path 
chosen was the right one. The allegations 
that Germany was not acting loyally towards 
Austria were entirely baseless. Continuing, 
the Secretary reniarked that the proposal of 
Herr Kanitz that the treaty should be so 
framed as to be tertninated at a year’s notice 
was impracticable as it would not give the. 
necessary stability to German industry. 

Dr. Miquel, the Minister of Finance, said: 
**While I sympathize with those fighting 
against the treaty because they believe it will 
prejudice husbandry I ~ their grave anxi- 
eties will not be realized. In any case the 
treaty cannot render the condition of hus- 
bandry any worse.” - 

Herr von Koscielski said he was unable yet 
to state what would be the final attitude of 
the Poles toward the treaty. They, however, 
were not opposed to the bill in principle; they 
only wanted the doubtful points explained to 
therm. . 

The Russo-German commercial treaty was 
finally referred to the committee against the 
votes of the Freisinnige and Socialist mem- 
bers.

D. M. Lord presided and introduced Dr. W. 
T. Belfield as the. first speaker. Dr. Belfield

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characterized the present system of expert 
testimony as criminal. The defects he 
divided into three classes—ignorance of the 
expert on the question at issue, partisan’ zeal, 
and dishonesty. He said it was doubtful if 
any of the two other learned professions 
showed so little of the standard of mentality 
as the medical profession. Assurance instead 
of knowledge was the équipment of many of 
the so-called experts and there was 
no ‘ruls. by which the titness of the 
expert to testify could be determined. In- 
stances of deliberate lying by experts were to 
be found in every court, and the reai estate ex- 
pefts furnished notable examples of this kind. 
Then the doctor related a story of a micro- 


. eer 
scopist who was witness with himself in a 
murder trial in Wisconsin, but on the other 
side. He used” a binocular microscope and 
the other expert a monocular. The jury, 
being countrymen, gave his side a 
verdict on* the principle that the. 
double-barreled. shotgun was more powerful 
than the single barrel. The other ex- 
pert, in rebuttal testimony, said the monocu- 
lar microscope was the more accurate instru- 
ment, and that he used no other. On cross- 
examination he admitted that he had but -one 
eye and had ho use fora binocular instru- 
ment. Dr. Belfield declared that if three phy- 
sicians testified that a man was insane half a 
dozen others could be prevailed‘ upon to 
testify that the man was sane. He believed 
the system needea réforming, and he favored 
the selection of a number of competent phy- 
sicians by the Judges of the court in full 
bench, and he suggested that on the occasion 
of a trial the tria e should call three of 
them to decide upon the question of insanity. 


Danger fram “Professional” Witnesses. 


Joel M. Longenecker was the next speaker. 
He said the natural state of man was that of 
truthtulness, and that no man lied unless he 
could gain some advantage that could not be 
secured by telling the truth. A perjurer could 
be punished by the courts of justiee for his 
falsity, but an expert could not be reached by 
the law because he swore to an opinion. The 
greatest evil connected with the. expert testi- 
mony was the professional wit who stood 
ready for a consideration to tify on any 
side that called in his services. A man never 
knew the extent to which this kind of testi- 
mony went until he came in contact with the 
experts in a suit to -recover fire insurance 
damages, and.then it often was possible al- 
most to convince the insured that he haa lost 
nothing, but was really a beneficiary by the 
fire that destroyed his goods. 7

Longereeker said the fact of the Corporation

of the assassin. .On the other hand, the fact 
that Prendergast, fearing personal violence if 
caught, had surrendered himselffto the police 
in order that he might- be protected was 
better evidence of his sanity than all the 
evidence of the expefts. 

Dr. James G. Kiernan was the first speaker 
in the general discussion. He declared that 
there was a great deal of cant in che denun- 
ciation of the experts. The present system 
was about as.good as was possible. He said 
a notable example disproving the charge that 
physicians would testify for the side that 
called them was shown in the Prendergast 
trial. when four of the witnesses selected by 
the State declined to swear that the accused 
was sane, and these same men were denounced 
by the press and lawyers because they would 
not stultify themselves.

If 
the Marshal is ordered to buy new furniture 
it will take quite as long a time to fix up the 
new rooms. Advertisements for bids must 
be published a certain number of days, thirty 
at least, bids must be opened and considered 
by the department, and when finally the con- 
tract is awarded the manufacturer must, be 
allowed time to build much of the stuff, for 
a great deal of that needed is not kept in 
stock, 

‘‘If we have to advertise and buy new 
stuff,’ said Marshal Hitchcock, “‘ It means 
that the courts and law officers will nut get 
out of here for months, that’s all.”’

A New Plan of Organization. Proposed by 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. 

New York, March 1.—The amended plan 
of reorganization of the Richmond Terminal 
committee was' made public today by Drex- 
el, Morgan & Co., the depositaries under 
the plan, which is signed by C. H. Cos- 
ter, George Sherman, and Anthony J. Thom- 
as. The original plan excluded the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia Cincinnati ex- 
tension, the Memphis and Charleston, and the 
Mobile and Birmingham railroads, and the 
new plan excludes the Chester and Lenoir, 
the Cheraw and the Chester, the Spartanburg, 
Union and Columbia, the Richmond and 
Mecklenberg, the Northeastern of Georgia, 
the Asheville and Spartanburg, and the Macon 
and Northern roads : 

The committee says: Although 95 per cent 
of the Richmond Terminal stock has been de- 
posited and the assessment so far as called 
has been paid on the bulk of it, and 
to a lesser extent on the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia stocks, a general 
feeling has prevailed that, in view of the 
change in financial conditions, the committee 
should endeavor fairly to lighten the assess- 
ment ahd to allow bonds for some portion 
thereof. It therefore has reduced the assess- 


ments on Richmond ‘Terminal common and: 


East Tennessee common by 20 per cent in 
amount, and, instead of allowing therefor
